On the following day tho body of 
Keller was found where it had been 
washed ashore by the swollen torrent. 
The doctor who examined the body said 
that the lamented m agistrate had fallen 
In a fit, and probably had rolled into the 
water. As It was well known that Keller 
occasionally had fits, this seemed conclu­ 
sive, so he was buried with appropriate 


pert In perjury, and his followers 
so well drilled, that it was Impossible to 
convict him. 
On a May night In 1824 a shop a t Na- 
fels was robbed, and a few days later a 
young woman of the heimatlosen, named 
K lara Wendel, was arrested, with some 
of the stolen goods in her possession. She 
was known to be a sister of the elusive 
John Wendel, and the m agistrate who 
examined her thought he saw an oppor­ 
tunity to get some interesting facts con­ 
cerning that individual. 
So he questioned 
her hour after hour and day after day 
until Klara thought he must have been 
fed on catechisms. At first she confessed 
to some of the minor misdeeds of the gang, 
and then she went a little further, ana 
confessed sundry grave crimes, and then, 
as the m agistrate still kept up his ques­ 
tioning, she told a story/that shook Swit* 
serland from one end to the other. 
She said that her brother and two Of 
three others of the celebrated aam;, had 
murdered H err Keller. 
They had been 
hired to do so by two eminent cltlsens of 
Lucerne, aud had ambushed themselves In 
some shrubbery bordering the path along 
the Reuss on that night of storm. 
They 
knew Keller would eome that way, but 
were not expecting his daughters, 
w hen 
they saw the outlines of the girls In tho 
darkness they thought their plans were 
frustrated, but Just then one of the girls 
turned back to find her shoe, and at that 
moment they seised Keller and threw him 
Into the water. The story agreed in every 
particular with the known facts, and th 4i 
resulting sensation was tremendous. 
The alleged instigators of the crim* 
were at once arrested and thrown Into 
jail. 
They were Joseph Pfyffer and Dr. 
Leodegar d’Orelli, cltlsens of high stand­ 
ing, members of the cantonal council and 
leaders of the Ultramontane party. Their 
hatred of Keller had been well known, 
and it was against them that the dark 
hints of foul play were directed Immedi­ 
ately after the death of Keller. 
A dragnet was put out for the vagrants, 
and many of them, including the chief, 
were brought In. 
The trial was long 
drawn-out, and Switzerland was to a fer­ 
ment while It lasted. 
The confession of 
Klara Wendel was corroborated by her 
brother and the alleged accomplices. They 
confessed so freely and fully, and with 
such engaging candor, as to create some 
suspicion. Their story was that they had 
met Dr. d’Orelli and Pfyffer a t an ale 
house on the evening of the crime, and 
had agreed to remove Keller for a certain 
sum of money which would be handed 
over ak soon as the deed was done. The 
doctor informed them that Keller would 
return home on foot after 8 o’clock, and 
they laid in walt for him, as related above. 
The job done. John Wendel waited upon 
the doctor next day and was paid hie 
wages in gold. 
The story was circum stantial and cov­ 
ered every possible point, but Wendel was 
such a notorious liar, and his associates 
were so celebrated for plain and fancy
